DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-9, drawn to a method of preparing mirtazapine from a compound of formula 
II. 

Group II, claim(s) 10, drawn to a method for the selection of an acid or acid/solvent system 
leading to the formation of mirtazapine from compound II. 

2. The technical feature that links inventions l-ll is the preparation of formula II. Van der 
Burg (US 4062848, issued December 13, 1977, cited in IDS) teaches the cyclization of a 
compound where X is OH to a final product of mirtazapine where the asymmetric center is in an 
S configuration (see example I, columns 10-11). The reaction is done in the presence of 
concentrated sulphuric acid. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-ll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding 
special technical features for the following reasons: Van der Burg teaches a cyclization as 
described in claim 1. 

4. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they 
are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, modes of 
operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the different 
inventions are related to different methods. Whereas invention II is drawn to a method of 
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selecting a system comprising acid to perform the cyclization of formula II, group I is drawn to a 
method of preparing mirtazapine from formula II with a system comprising an acid. 

5. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) an 
election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement may be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing the elected 
invention.
